OSLO  (Kyodo-Reuter)—Nils 
Handal, Norwegian fense 
Minister, told the Storting (Par- 
liament) Monday that an Amer- 
ican U2 aircraft landed at Bodo 
Airfield, north Norway in 1058. 


Handal, speaking in a foreign 
affairs debate, said that the air- 
craft landed, after normal clear- 
ance procedures, in late summer 
or early autumn of 1958 and 
“there is no reason to believe 
that it was a question of 
thing but a normal flight.” 

Capt. Francis Powers, pilot of 
the U2 shot down over the So 
viet Union on May 1 was also 
at Bodo at the same period “but 
one cannot say that he is known 
by the officers at the airfield,” 
Handal added. 


Assertion Reversed 

OSLO (AP)—Defense Minis- 
ter Nils Handal said’ Monday a 
Lockheed U2 plane and Francis 
G. Powers, the U.S. pilot now 
held by the Russians on a 
‘Charge of spying, visited a 
Norwegian airfield with an 
American air force team in 1958.

The Labor Ministry charged 
yesterday the pickets at the 
Mitsui Miike mines were exceed- 
ing the bounds of normal labor 
movementa and urged them to 
disband immediately.

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Turkish Coup d’Etat 


The overthrow of the Turkish Government by a 
willitaty coup d'etat, although it came with dramatic 
swiftfiess, is hardly a matter for surprise. It had been 
apparent for some time past that Prime Minister Adnan 
Menderes and his henchmen lacked the confidence of the 
nation in their domestic policy and the recent student 
demonstrations had increased public agitation. 

‘The military coup was headed by Gen. Cemal Gursel, 
former commander of the Turkish land forces, who re 
sighed two months ago and declared at that time that 
the army should not attempt to play a role in polities. 
But, as events turned out, the army could hardly help 
itself: it was called in by Mr. Menderes to restore order 
in the chief Turkish cities while a ban on political activities 
shut the door on all efforts on the part of the opposition 
to secure a change in actual political conditions. The last 
straw seems to have come last Wednesday when Mr. 
Mende turned down a petition from 90 members of his 
own party calling for the abolition of the oppressive parlia- 
mentary committee, formed apparentiy from the least 
liberal members of the Prime Minister’s henehmen, which 
had been virtually ruling the country in recent weeks: 
Military leaders then got together and appealed to Gen. 
Gursel for leadership. ; 


As a result of the coup, President Celal Bayar, Mr. 
Menderes and other ministers are now held in custody of 
the armed forces. It is not clear what charges are leveled 
against President Bayar who has been usually regarded 
With a high degree of respect, but apparently he is con- 
sidered to be ex-officio partner in his Prime Minister's 
unpopular governing methods. Mr. Bayar was first elected 
President in May 1950 by an overwhelming majority of 
votes &nd he was reelected in May 1954 by an even larger 
majority; and again in November 1957. In accordance 
with the Constitution of 1921, as revised in 1924, the 
Turkish President is chosen from among the deputies 
constituting the National Assembly, and his term of office 
is identical with the life of the Assembly, which must be 
elected at least every four years. According to the Con- 
bly “exercises the executive power 
through the President of the Republic elected by itself 
and through the Council of Ministers chosen by him.” 
This proviso would seem to place considerable responsibil- 
ity wpon his shoulders, and in practice ties him up with 
the men in power for the time being. 


Apparently the defects of the present Constitution are 
fully realized and it is announced that a special committee, 
headed by Sidik Onar, of Istanbul University, has already 
been formed to work out a new one. Meanwhile, the 
military junta, headed by Gen. Gursel has announced that 
it~has taken over only for the time being, until free 
elections can be held, when it will surrender power to 
the successful party. All friends of Turkey and those: 
who feel that the country is of great importance in the 
scheme of democratic defenses will hope that this pledge 
will be speedily carried out and that new elections will put 
the nation on a sound basis. ' 

The new Turkish authorities have already informed 
the British Government that they will remain loyal to the 
NATO treaties and agreements, and that the Turkish For- 
eign Ministry, with its organization at home-and abroad, 


is continuing its duties. 


This is a positive indication that

Conditions in America 

TA the United States, the pro 
longed steel strike had a com 
siderable effect on the economy 
in general, which nevertheless, 
continued to progress. The ef- 
fect was not sufficient to influ- 
ence adversely the basic tone 
of the country’s economy. 
Personal consumption, which 
had been a main expansive in- 
fluence, held eteady and busl- 
ness inventory replenishment 
made good progress after the 
steel strike ended Nov. 8 last 
year. hese two factors pro 
vided a major impetus, bringing 
about a steep rise In the rate 
of expansion. 

The socalled “Golden year” 
1960 began under these circum- 
stances, But, stock prices fell 
abruptly immediately after the 
President’s announcement early 
this year of a large budget sur- 
plus for fiscal 1960; the dernand 
for inventories failed to stage 
an expected increase; and auto- 
mobile sales were adversely af- 
fected by the heavy snowfall. 
These developments ran cour 
ter to expectations, casting ® 
somewhat dark shadow on the 
American economic scene in the 
period ahead. 


Yet, i ts premature to say 
that the keynote of economic ex- 
pansion has changed, for con- 
sumption still continues gen 
erally brisk, supported by the 
steady level of pers®mal Income. 
Plant and equipment investment 
is expected to Increase In fact, 
a recent joint survey made by 
the Department of Commerce 


and the Securities Exchange 


Commission forecasts a rise of 
14 per cent in plant and equip- 
ment spending this year. 


Speaking generally, it may. 
safely be said that the current 
slowing down In the rate of eco- 
nomic expansion testifies to the 
fact that the American economy 
is heading for prosperity with- 
out inflation. 

Us. Foreign Trade 
The trend of foreign trade, 


however, poses an important 
question to the United States. 
Its deterioration has been the 
major cause of a substantial de- 
ficit in the balance of payments 
since 1958 of more than $3,900 
million annually,. giving rise to 
uncertainty about the | 
The general concern over the 
foreign trade position grew as 
the trade surplus contracted 
and the question of a gold price 
increase became more contro- 
versial. But, fortunately, the 
eurplus began to %row in the 
second half of last year as a 
result of the improvement in 
export trade, and has extended 
uninterruptedly into this year. 
In fact, United States exports 
in the three-month perlod from 
last December to the end of Feb- 
ruary this year, at $18,400 mil- 
lion on an annual.rate basis, 
were 14 per cent higher than 
they were a year earlier. As 
the outflow of capital continues 
to provide assistance for the 
economic development of less 
developed areas and for certain 
other projects, the balance of 
payments as a whole will doubt- 
less remain in deficit for 
months to come. It is most, 
likely, however, that the con- 
tinuing improvement in the 
trade balance, coupled with the 
steady movement of economic 
activity, will help to dispel any 
misgivings about the dollar. .

The supply and demand situ- 
ation in the United Kingdom 
has been kept in balance, des 
pite the continued increases. in 
outlays on consumer durables, 
exports and imventory invest 
ment expenditures in particular. 
Although the Bank af Ractand 
raised its discount rate in Janu- 
ary this year as a precautionary 
measure, economic policies re- 
main generally wnaltered, the 
objective being adjust the 
rate of expansion. And the prin- 
ciple of maintaining the status 
quo underlies draft budget for 
the fiscal year 1960. 

But, indications are that plant 
and uipment investment ac 
tivity the United Kingdom 
which was relatively low in 
1959, will climb upward at an 
unexpectedly rapid pace this 
year. In fact, some of the key 
industries already feel the 
shortage of productive capacity. 
Such being the case, a fear of 
inflation is undeniably brewing, 
and to cope with the situation,

In this general survey of 
economic developments in 
Western Europe, the question 
of economic regionalization de- 
serves special attention.

What effect such regionaliza- 
tion will have on world trade 
is a matter of great concern. 
For instance, trade between the 
countries of the Common Mar- 
ket expanded at a faster pace 
in 1959 than did their trade 
with countries outside the mar- 
ket. And a further strengthen- 
ing of this trend is in prospect. 

t is encouraging to note that, 
at the instance of the United 
States, the Atlantic Beonomic 
Conference opened in Paris in 
January this year with the ob- 
ject of avoiding a split in West- 
ern Europe, persuading the 
countries .of the economic 
groups to abandon discrimina- 
tion against countries outside 
these groups, and increasing eco- 
nomic assistance for the deve!l- 
opment of less advanced areas 
in @ more rational way. It en- 
visioned the extension and 
strengthening of the functions 
of the Organization for Euro- 
pean Economic Cooperation and 
the setting up of an Organiza- 


In less advanced countries 
there are moves in progress to 
reduce import restrictions. Now, 
i¢ such moves have merits they 
also have limits, for primary 
products are still chronically 
oversupplied in industrial coun- 
tries and their prices remain 
low oOwing’to the fall in raw 
material consumption and the 
appearance of substitutes. In 
this sense, it seems difficult to 
predict qa full-fledged economic 
recovery of countries in the 
near future who have yet to 
develop their national resources. 

But, exports of those coun- 
tries continue gerérally favor- 
able, supported by the econo- 
mic progress in the Upited 
States and Western Buropean 
countries, and their foreign ex- 
change positions have heen 
somewhat strengthened. There 
are some encouraging pointers 
dotting the route to the future.
